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Executive Director’s 
Message 


Under the leadership of Education Chairman and Curator Samuel 
Taylor, the Academy is developing collaborations with various 
educational agencies and the results are the very definition of 
community partnerships for science literacy. 

For two years, Taylor and Education Department staff have 
been working on an initiative laid out in the Academy’s Strategic 
Plan. The initiative seeks to develop a formal relationship with 
the San Francisco Unified School 
District (SFUSD). 

Iam proud to report plans for 
this summer that will fulfill this goal. 

Beginning in July, the Academy 
will host five teachers in residence 
from the SFUSD. All five will work 
closely with Academy staff during 
a two-week summer workshop. 
Together, teachers and staff will 
develop science education programs 
that directly address the needs of 
the school district. 

Plans call for the lead teacher 


Dr. Patrick Kociolek 


to continue that work at the Academy two days per week 
throughout the coming school year and to be the liaison between 
the Academy and the SFUSD. With tens of thousands of the 
SFUSD’s students visiting the Academy on field trips and taking 
our courses annually, the benefits of this liaison are endless. 

The Education Department is also responding to a priority 
of our Board of Trustees by ensuring that our programs serve a 
diverse audience. Of the five teachers-in-residence, two teachers 
will be Spanish bilingual and two will be Chinese bilingual. The 
SFUSD told the Academy early on that one of the areas where 
they lacked resources was bilingual science instruction. We are 
indeed thrilled with the knowledge that we are helping improve 
science literacy for all students, including Spanish and Chinese 
speakers. 

Another important community partnership for science literacy 
directly responds to a critical national need. Just this past April, 
the National Academy of Sciences issued a report — Teaching 
About Evolution and the Nature of Science — emphasizing the 
need for teachers and school districts nationwide to include 
evolution as a necessary element of the basic science curriculum. 
The report also emphasized the important role that museums can 
play in this challenge: by developing curricula and by providing 
information to support teachers’ efforts to present this topic. 

Enter the SETI Institute in Mountain View, San Francisco State 
University, and the NASA Ames Research Center. In a collaborative 
partnership with these institutions, funded by a two-million-dollar 
grant from the National Science Foundation, we are producing a 
year-long high school course on evolution. This four-year project 
will culminate with the publishing of the CD-ROM-based curriculum 
which is slated for distribution by a major textbook publisher to 
national markets. The project solidifies the California Academy of 
Sciences’ role as an important member of the team that brings the

r. F. Clark Howell, Professor Emeritus 

at the University of California, 

Berkeley, is the recipient of the third 
L.S.B. Leakey Prize for Multidisciplinary Research 
in Ape and Human Evolution. Professor Howell 
was elected as a Fellow of the California 
Academy of 
Sciences in 
1974, and 
received the 
Fellows Medal 
in 1990. He 
served on the 
Academy’s 
Board of 
Trustees from 
1976-1990, 
and as the 
Vice President 
of the 
Academy from 
1980-1982. 

Throughout his distinguished career, 


Dr. F. Clark Howell 


Professor Howell has been concerned with the 
elucidation of human evolution and prehistory 
through the integration of information from 
diverse scientific disciplines. This approach was 
pioneered by Professor Howell in his studies of 
the biology, ecology, and culture of early humans 
in Europe and Africa in the 1960s and 1970s. 

Professor Howell’s commitment to the 
Academy has been long and enthusiastic. Apart 
from his service on the Academy’s Board, he 
supervised the creation of a hall displaying the 
African origins of humans, which graced the 
public floor of the Academy from 1975 through 
1992. He has been a strong supporter of the 
Academy’s Anthropology Department and was 
instrumental in the 1993 inauguration of the 
Wattis Symposia in Anthropology, now held 
every other year at the Academy. 

The Leakey Prize was established in honor 
of Louis $.B. and Mary Leakey, both pioneers in 
evolutionary research and archaeology, and 
recognizes the outstanding scholarly contributions 
of particular individuals to the study of evolution.

Ceremonial Arts of the Amazon

at the turn of the century. Today it is estimated that less than 
200,000 Indians survive. Now, 500 years after the Europeans’ 
arrival, they are being forced out of their last refuge. Within a 
decade it is likely that they will no longer exist.

The domain of these tribes covers an area larger than the 
continental United States. The ceremonial arts resulting from 
cultural traditions of these tribes serve as a remarkable 
window to a land and people that are inextricably linked, and 
are dangerously close to disappearing forever. Feathers, 
seeds, and fibers from the canopied rain forest tell of a 
connection to the natural world that transcends definition. 
Ceremonial Arts of the Amazon brings visitors a step 
closer to the peoples of this region, revealing the intrinsic 
relationship between culture and nature.

Ichthyology: The Study of Fishes 


he Academy’s Department of Ichthyology is excep- 

tional for its worldwide scope and impressive coop- 

erative achievements. Led by Bill Eschmeyer, the 
department includes two full-time curators, one adjunct 
curator, one collections 
manager and three 
technicians. The collection 
is quite diverse, with 
nearly 3 million specimens 
representing over 12,000 
species (about half the 
valid described species 
of fishes on Earth). 

Department Chair 

Bill Eschmeyer has 


devoted the last 14 years 


to developing databases 


The team that contributed to A Catalo 


for Ichthyology, includ- 
ing all genera, species, 
and much of the primary literature. A Genera of Fishes was 
published in 1990. A Catalog of Fishes will be released later 


this month from information in the databases. This 2,900 page 


book is accompanied by a CD-ROM and catalogs every 
described species (about 53,000) and genera and subgenera 
(about 10,300), and includes over 16,000 references. Portions 
of the database are on the Academy’s website. The project is 
the only one of its kind and will be one of the most important 
publications in the history of ichthyology. Others in the 
department who contributed to the database include Adjunct 
Curator Carl Ferraris, Research Associate Doug Long, and 
Technician Mysi Hoang. The project was made possible by 
funding from the 
National Science 
Foundation.

Manager David 
Catania recently 
returned from an 
9-week trip to 
Bangkok, 
Bangladesh, 
Calcutta, and North 
Vietnam.

The Ichthyology Department overlaps on a daily basis 
with the Department of Aquatic Biology. This department is 


led by John McCosker, a world-renowned expert on eels and 


sharks. McCosker was featured in a television special on the 
Discovery Channel, which followed his work in the 
Galapagos, and will soon be featured in another special 
tracking his work in Cuba. Research Associate Doug Long 
conducts ongoing research on sharks, and worked with 
McCosker to describe new species and little-known species 
of fishes brought back from the Galapagos. 

Through scientific research and natural exploration, the 
Ichthyology Department is making extremely important 
contributions to the field.

DEVELOPMENT 
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Discovery of Olmec Monuments 
With Dr. Sheldon Breiner 


In 1996, the National Gallery of Art of the Smithsonian in 
Washington, DC hosted an exhibit of the art and archaeology 


of America’s oldest civilization, the Olmec. The centerpiece of 
the exhibit was a colossal head weighing ten tons displayed 
on a special pedestal in the foyer of the exhibit hall. This 
head and one hundred other objects buried in the southern 
Mexico jungle for 3,000 years were found using a detector 
called a magnetometer. 

Dr. Breiner is a geophysicist specializing in the use of 
magnetometers for geophysical exploration, and he led the 
team that found these monuments. The archaeological 
prospecting activities for these Olmec monuments and similar 
searches elsewhere in the world were very much an “Indiana 
Jones” adventure. He holds degrees from Stanford University 
in geophysics, and was the founder and president of 
GeoMetrics, Inc., a 
manufacturer of 
geophysical 
instruments, and 
worldwide 
airborne geophysi- 
cal contractor. He 
is currently an 
active entrepreneur 
starting and 
assisting others in 
the formation of 
several high 
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technology 
Dr. Sheldon Breiner companies 1n 
Silicon Valley. 
Dr. Breiner’s search and discovery of these monuments 


will be the subject of this lecture and slide presentation.

The Belizean Barrier Reef 
with Gary Williams, Curator of IZ&G 


The central American country of Belize (formerly British 
Honduras) is a land of rich biodiversity with lush tropical 
rainforests inland. Offshore lies one of the most extensive 
barrier coral reefs in the world. This beautiful barrier reef 
parallels the entire coastline of Belize from Mexico in the 
north to Guatemala in the south. 

Not far beyond the barrier reef are three of the Western 
Hemisphere’s four coral “atolls.” Although not formed in the 
same way as the atolls so characteristic of the tropical Indo- 
Pacific, these oval-shaped reefs of the Turneffe Islands, 
Lightouse Reef, and Gloversd Reef, share unique histories of 


formation and a fantastic array of living creatures.

An Inordinate Fondness for Beetles 
with Dr. Arthur Evans 


Having approximately the same number of species as the 
entire plant kingdom, beetles are the most numerous in 
species of any group of animals. Not only abundant taxo- 
nomically, they are the most ecologically diverse of all insect 
orders; found in almost every habitat and coming in all 
shapes and sizes.
